Examiner clearly explained in the final rejection how the combination of Hatakeyama et al. and Kanevsky et al. teaches the limitation 
Applicant argues is not taught by the prior art. Hatakeyama et al. teaches all the limitations except the "concurrently touched" portion. 
Kanevsky et al. is merely relied upon to teach a virtual keyboard that continuously monitors, updates, and maintains the relationship 
between certain keys and certain fingers. Combining the continuous updating feature of Kanevsky et al. with Hatakeyama et al. modifies the 
operation of Hatakeyama et al. such that "previously touched" becomes "concurrently touched" thereby meeting all of the claim limitations. 
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
